Ruling on evidence 
in favor of police 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Supreme 
Court ruled today that the failure of police 
to inform a defendant of his full legal 
rights does not bar the use of all evidence 
obtained from him. 
The court, in an 8-to-l ruling, reversed a 
lower court decision overturning the rape 
conviction of a Michigan man who was not 
told during police interrogation that he 
had a right to legal counsel.

Conviction 
is reversed 
by high court 


.JEFFERSON CITY. Mo (AP) - The 
Missouri 
Supreme Court 
reversed 
a 
murder conviction and affirmed two 
others today 
The high court reversed the conviction of 
U. I) Earvin for killing Rufus Mack in St. 
Louis in April of 1970. because, the high 
court said, the circuit court should not 
have allowed testimony showing evidence 
of other crimes by F^arvin 
F'.arvin. .sentenced to life in prison, said 
in the circuit court trial he shot Mack in 
.self-defense during an argument over a 
bet. 
The 
testimony 
unreleated 
to 
the 
shooting was offered as a rebuttal to 
testimony by the defense, that F^arvin had 
a reputation for peaceful behavior. In­ 
troduction by the prosecution of .specific 
acts of misbehavior prejudiced the case, 
the high court said 
The Supreme ('ourt affirmed the first 
degree murder conviction of Thomas 
Beecher Crews of St. Louis. Crews was 
convicted in the fatal shooting of a 
policeman during a robbery in 1956. 
The high court denied Crews’ allegations 
that he did not plead guilty as the court 
record showed, that he was misled by 
discussions 
of 
parole, 
that 
he 
misunderstood the charges and that his 
mental condition was unstable. 
Also upheld was the life sentence and 
murder conviction of James Haynes of St. 
Louis. 
Haynes 
was 
convicted 
of 
fatally 
shooting Raymond Strong in May of 1972. 
Haynes appealed on the grounds that the 
trial court jury was not instructed to 
consider his testimony that he had agreed 
to rob Strong but had changed his mind. 
The court also denied his allegation that 
another defendant in the case, Willie 
Tunstall. should not have been allowed to 
testify against him 
The high court decision noted that the 
testimony of the other person indicted in 
the case was supported by two of the three 
girls who waited in an automobile for 
Haynes and Tunstall.

Alternate lifestyle 


seeks acceptance

NKW YOKK lA I’l - 'To 
gain acceptance for the non- 
parent lifestyle is our rnain ob­ 
jective.” says Carole (i old man, 
national executive director for 
the National Organization F'or 
Non-Parents (NON). 
A slim, brunette mother of 
two teen-age boys, Mrs. Gold­ 
man emphatically states NON 
is “ not an organization ‘of’ non­ 
parents but ‘for’ non-parents.” 
A concept which originated a 
little over two years ago in 
Palo Alto, Calif., NON stresses 
the awareness of lifestyle op- 
tioas and the need to ease so­ 
cial pressures that coerce indi­ 
viduals to have children. 
A non-profit organization, its 
national office is in Baltimore, 
Maryland. NON was started by 
a handful of persons who ex­ 
pressed 
the 
same 
interest. 
Through the work of its nine 
original members, NON now 
claims a membership of 2,000 
with chapters throughout the 
United States. 
A structure which embraces 
parents, 
non-parents, 
grand­ 
parents, non-grandparents and 
single persons alike, NON goes 
one step further than Women’s 
Lib or Planned Parenthood in 
that it offers the individual a 
choice — a life without chil­ 
dren, Mrs. Goldman says. 


She says her position as a 
parent is often questioned in 
relationship to NON. “ People 
ask, ‘What is the thing that has 
meaning for you?’ or ‘How do 
you fit into NON?’ 


“ I know,” she explains, “ that 
when I had my first child there 
was no confusion in my mind 
as to whether or not I was to 
have children. I was raised and 
conditioned to understand that I 
would marry and have chil­ 
dren. 


“ But when I look back, 1 re­ 
alize that I really didn’t have a 
choice. I never did ask myself, 
nor 
did 
my 
husband 
ask. 
Should we have children'^’ We 
didn’t have any option 
“ Would I make a different 
decision today’’ Well, that’s a 
very difficult question to an­ 
swer in retrospect 
I’m very 
happy in my role as a mother. 
It’s been a good life for me.” 
But because it’s been goixl 
for her. Mrs. (ioldman says it 
doesn’t necessarily follow that 
it is “ gocxl’’ for everyone As a 
parent she's concerned that 
people make responsible deci- 
sioas and she feels responsible 
deeisioas can only be made 
when there are accepted op­ 
tions and well thought out rea­ 
sons. 
She 
says, 
also, 
there’s 
a 
great need to eliminate the so­ 
cial pressures and questions to 
which the non-parent is so often 
subjected 
“ For the non-parent NON is 
something special It offers the 
support of other people who be- 
Ueve in the non-parenthood life­ 
style.’’ 
Mrs. Goldman says. 
“ Because they have been under 
such 
tremendous 
pressures, 
what we call pro-natahst pres­ 
sures, or pressures which urge 
them and actually condition 
them to have progeny, they see 
their association with NON al­ 
most as a ray of hope,” she 
added. 
Quite a few of the pressures 
stem from the unrealistic pic­ 
ture presented by TV, she says. 
She claims family situations 
and problems are presented in 
a way that would have viewers 
believe all problems of child­ 
hood guidance are easily resol­ 
vable. 
“ If we look at our daytime 
soap operas, for example, when 
someone 
becomes 
pregnant, 


which almost everyone d(K‘s, 
she is always going around 
with a healthy glow ft’s an an­ 
swer to life fulfillment It never 
shows what the problems of 
pregmincy can he. for example 
It's always plugged as a mar­ 
velous thing 
that their life is 
now going into this area We 
never have a daytime program 
where they say. Shall we have 
children’’’ ’’ 
Proper preparation is needed 
to make a good decision, she 
notes. Very often the child com 
ing into a home situation is for 
gotten; 
the 
reasons 
people 
choose to become parents are 
often reasons that don’t have a 
lot of validity 
to give their 
parents grandchildren, or per­ 
haps to save a rocky marriage 
A 
realistic 
perspective, she 
says, is very much needed, es­ 
pecially now when people have 
to consider the economic strain 
placed 
on 
parents and 
the 
ecological strains placed on the 
community. 
“ We are not trying to set up 
standards for parenthood and 
say: ‘Look, don’t have children 
unless you have these goixi rea­ 
sons for it.’ We are trying to 
say think the decision through 
What is a good reason for you 
may not be a good reason for 
someone else. Just be sure it is 
your choice and is not based on 
environmental pressures, which 
are based on all the wrong rea­ 
sons for having children. 
“ We are concerned with per­ 
sonal rights and personal iden­ 
tity. And for whatever the rea­ 
sons a person chooses to have 
or not to have children that’s 
fine as long as it comes into the 
framework of choice.”

Final decisions on 


TV shows this week

NEW YORK (AP) - This is 
bite-the-bullet week for pubUc 
TV stations They’re readying 
final decisions on which nation­ 
al shows they’ll “ buy” for next 
season under the Public Broad­ 
casting Service’s new national 
program cooperative plan. 
In the plan, stations are 
asked to pay a fair-share per­ 
centage of the cost of certain 
programs they’d have gotten 
free in past years, when federal 
and foundation funds weren’t as 
limited as now. 
But PBS emphasizes that pro­ 
grams bought under the new 
system will represent only 40 to 
50 per cent of PB S ’ 1974-75 
schedule and that the stations 
will get the balance free as in 
previous years. 


When the cooperative began 
operations last month, 93 pro­ 
gram proposals that would cost 
nearly $42 million were on the 
auction block. 


As a series of “ elimination” 
rounds began last week, at 
least 49 program proposals, 
most of them new ones, were 
eliminated from the bidding be­ 
cause of insufficient station in­ 
terest. PBS said 


PBS says to keep or get a 
show on the air nationally at 
least 80 per cent of the nation’s 
151 public TV hcenses must be 
willing to pay for it. The show’s 
cost to these stations can't be 
higher than the price they were 


quoted in the final elimiruition 
round 


If a proposal doesn’t pass 
these two tests, there still is a 
way to get it on the air on a 
limited basis. 


PBS says interested stations 
can form their own cooperative 
to help pay for the show, but it 
would cost them far more than 
if the minimum 80 per cent of 
the nation’s public TV’ stations 
also were paying. 


Stations participating in this 
minicooperative would be the 
only ones in the PBS system 
allowed to air the show. 


During the first elimination 
round last week, at least six 
shows had met the 80 per cent 
criteria and now are considered 
safe for next season, PBS says. 


Among them were such vet­ 
erans as ‘‘Sesame Street” and 
‘‘Wall Street Week,” but there 
also were two newcomers — 
“ Soundstage,” a 
pop music 
series from Chicago’s WTTW', 
and “ The Japanese Film, ” a 
13-part series from KQED in 
San Francisco. PBS said 


Two well-known shows that 
died in the first elimination 
round were “ Soul.” produced 
by WNET here, and “ Washing­ 
ton Connection,” by the Nation­ 
al Public Affairs Center for 
Television, PBS said.

NEW YORK - When young 
Gerald Darrow took home a 
swollen lip recently, he told hjs 
parents it was because of a pair 
of 
swans. 
Whether 
they 
believed him or not. there are 
hundreds 
of 
New 
Yorkers 
residing in the Inwoixl section 
of Manhattan who would 
F'ights are fairly frequent 
here 
between 
people 
who 
would harm and people who 
would protect an amazing pair 
of resident white swans named 
Harry and Martha 
The swans, migratory mutes, 
have for the past eight years 
lived in a lagoon off the Harlem 
River. And what with urban life 
being what it is — a conflict 
between good and evil 
the 
birds have had both friends and 
foes. In Gerald Darrow s case, 
the 
lad 
spotted 
somebody 
tossing stones at the swans and 
ran up to stop the attack 
‘‘Actually. I got knoc'ked on my 
rear. But the birds got away all 
right.” 
Somehow, the birds always 
get away all right Though not 
for lack of trying on the part of 
their adversaries. Vandals have 
tried to shoot them with BB 
guns. Swimmers have tried to 
catch them to wrestle them 
underwater. Last year a rowdy 
youth hooked one of the birds in 
the throat with a large fishhook 
and it took a combined effort by 
the ASPCA and a veterinary 
surgeon to save it from a slow 
death 
And not all of the enemies are 
simply 
malicious 
Inwood 
resident Dr Charles Tanzer. a 
retired naturalist, says that a^ 
couple of .Japanese immigrants* 
tried to nab the birds for foixl:

lagoon and carrying about a 
speargun We called the police, 
and we also warned them that if 
they ever tried it again the 
people of the neighborhood 
would handle them personally ” 


Indeed, the people of the 
Inwotxi neighborhood, many of 
them 
at 
least, 
do take 
a 
personal interest in the well 
being of Harry and Martha 
Citizens consider the birds fine 
feathered friends 
“They are 
like flowers,” says one woman, 
“ they add beauty to our lives 
Look how graceful they are. 
how 
lovely 
We 
all 
feel 
responsible for them ” 


It's gO(Kl the residents do feel 
responsible Besides thugs, the 
swans mu.st cope with other 
risky elements of the city. Their 
lagoon home is littered with 
trash, the river that feeds it is 
an open 
sewer, 
txcasionally 
noxious materials are spilled in 
the water 
‘‘If people didn’t 
help 
out. 
says 
one 
swan 
watcher, “ they couldn't make 
it Actually, I'm surpri.sed they 
make it even with help ” 


Others, too. are surprised the 
swans live on. Named after a 
Valentine in.scription painted on 
a 
lagoon 
rcx’k. 
Harry 
and 
Martha may be the only wild 
.swans existing in New York 


“ We have some 25.000 Acres 
of city parks. ” says a Park

Naturalist 
Tanzer 
says

believes the birds nest up the 
Hudson River someplace and 
spend their leisure time, as it 
were, in New York Invariably 
they choose the Inwood Park 
lagoon for their town home 
The 
InwoLxl 
loc-ation 
is 
ironically apt 
It was here, 
according to a Park plaque, that 
white 
settlers 
bought 
Manhattan 
Island 
from 
the 
Indians (allegedly for $24 worth 
of 
beads). 
It 
was 
here, 
therefore, if the barter story is 
true, that settlers first began to 
clear the land and erect the 
structures that displaced such 
creatures as migratory swans 
Now, 
centuries 
later, 
and 
perhaps out of some guilt, 
residents do all they can to 
entice these birds to stay 


Sometimes the residents fail 
Observers 
say 
Harry 
and 
Martha usually have one or two 
young with them at the start of 
the season, but always are alone 
at the end Dr Tanzer says this 
could be explained by the swans 
natural instincts to chase away 
their young, others, however. 


insist the new birds are either 
killed by careless kids or “ beat 
it the hell out of here to 
somewhere where the air and 
water is clean and they don’t 
have to bump into floating beer 
caas ” 


But as far as Harry and 
Martha’s 
own 
survival 
is 
concerned, 
the 
residents of 
Inwood 
have 
succeeded 
magnificently 
Park 
Warden 
D e n n i s 
M a s o n 
says 
neighborhtxxl 
children 
have 
organized to help keep the park

the swan’s fo(xl with everything 
from potato chips to popcorn 
kernels (one feeder says he even 
checked with a veterinarian to 
see if he should drop vitamins 
in the water).
